(a)  Closet  Accommodation.

(b)  Sewerage  Improvements. 

Mains  Sewerage  —  St.  Paul’s  Housing  Site. 


1.  The  Contract  of  St.  Paul’s  Estate  Extension  No.  1 
provided  750  yards  of  C.I.  sewer  to  serve  approximately 
120  houses  of  future  development. 

2.  Willesby  Road  —  Temporary  Housing  Site. 

Here  the  existing  sewer  was  extended  and  altered  to 
provide  drainage  facilities  on  this  site  for  Temporary 
dwellings. 
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II.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  collection  of  refuse  has  been  carried  out  on  modern  lines 
by  mechanical  low -loading  freighters.  Collection  has  been  weekly 
for  dwelling  houses  and  three  times  weekly  in  the  case  of  Hotels 
and  Food  premises. 

In  view  of  the  continued  growth  to  the  built-up  area  and  the 
corresponding  increase  in  bulk  refuse,  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  purchase  an  additional  refuse  freighter.  We  are  awaiting 
delivery. 

(a)  House  Refuse — Dust  Bins. 

Surveys  to  ascertain  the  type  and  condition  of  receptacle  in  use 
have  continued  throughout  the  year.  Some  improvement  was 
noted  with  regard  to  the  refuse  receptacles  at  domestic  property 
and  during  the  year  15  Statutory  Notices  were  served.  In  all 
cases  provision  by  the  owners  of  Dustbins  to  B.S.S.  No.  792/1940 
resulted.  The  condition  with  regard  to  refuse  receptacles  at  business 
premises  was  not  so  satisfactory,  trouble  primarily  being  the  num¬ 
ber  of  bins  required  to  obviate  over -spilling  during  periods  of  fluc¬ 
tuation  in  the  quantity  of  refuse  stored.  Wherever  possible  this 
difficulty  was  overcome  by  mutual  arrangement  and  an  additional 
collection,  particularly  with  regard  to  Food  Premises. 

(b)  Controlled  Tipping. 

Bulk  incombustible  material  is  “  controlled  tipped  "  at  the 
Local  Authority  Pit.  This  pit,  of  recent  acquisition,  has  greatly 
reduced  the  difficulties  of  disposal  of  such  incombustible  refuse. 

Unfortunately  vacant  pits,  suitable  for  tipping  are  almost 
extinct  within  the  Urban  District  and  although  it  is  estimated  that 
this  pit  at  the  present  rate  of  tipping  will  serve  a  further  10  years, 
a  permanent  solution  for  the  future  must  be  found. 

(c.)  Bulb  Deposits  and  Nursery  Waste. 

The  problem  of  Nurserymen  in  disposing  of  waste  material  of 
trade  is  most  acute  within  the  area.  The  large  quantity  of  waste 
resulting  from  this  industry,  and  the  indiscriminate  tipping  of 
same  by  bulb  growers  requires  careful  consideration  by  the  growers 
concerned. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  with  the  absence  of  suitable  pits,  a 
more  permanent  solution  in  the  form  of  an  incinerator  should  be 
aimed  at.  The  Bulb  Growers’  Association  should  be  the  Organis¬ 
ing  Authority. 
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(d)  Salvage.

VIII.  SWIMMING  POOL 

The  Swimming  Pool  was  again  used  by  the  Local  Swimming 
Pool  Committee  who  encouraged  participation  by  the  younger 
generation.  The  Education  Committee  also  utilised  this  service 
and  swimming  instruction  was  arranged  by  them  for  school  chil¬ 
dren  from  Spalding  and  District. 

Bacteriological  sampling  was  carried  out  twice  weekly  and 
daily  checks  for  Chlorine  content  were  carried  out. 

Breakpoint  Chlorination  is  practiced.  The  extensive  plant 
alterations,  comprising  the  installation  of  straining,  filtration,  heat¬ 
ing  and  chlorination  have  proved  most  effective  and  all  Bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  samples  have  proved  “  Highly  Satisfactory." 


SECTION  “  E  ’’ 

A.  Clean  Food  Campaign. 

Attempts  have  continued  to  bring  home  the  vital  importance 
of  clean  food  production  and  distribution  to  all  food  handlers. 

During  the  year  a  further  6  premises  were  approved,  and  the 
occupiers  registered  as  participants  in  the  Clean  Food  Scheme. 

The  principal  difficulty  confronting  would-be  participants  is 
the  structural  nature  of  their  premises,  many  of  which  are  of 
extremely  "  rare  vintage  "  making  the  hygiene  requirements  of 
the  Code  of  Practice  unattainable.  Notwithstanding,  however, 
much  work  has  been  done  and  at  all  times  full  co-operation  by  the 
Food  handlers  has  been  experienced. 
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It  has  been  noted  that  the  general  public  to  a  large  extent  have 
proved  apathetic  to  Clean  Food.  The  additional  expense  entailed 
by  some  shopkeepers  to  protect  the  public  by  extra  wrapping  of 
food  commodities  and  the  resultant  slight  price  increase  has  proved 
a  further  deterrent. 

A  Film  Show  on  this  and  allied  subjects  was  arranged,  but  the 
attendance  was  not  encouraging. 


B.  Milk  Supply. 

The  major  quantity  of  the  milk  consumed  in  the  area  is 
produced  in  surrounding  districts  and  pasteurised  at  two  bottling 
establishments  in  adjoining  Rural  areas. 

The  premises  of  the  6  Retail  Purveyors  within  the  District 

have  been  inspected  and  close  surveillance  has  been  maintained 
regarding  the  cleanliness  of  the  utensils  and  transport. 


C.  Food  Preparing  Premises  (Section  14,  Food  8C  Drugs  Act, 
1938). 

During  the  year  all  Food  preparing  premises  registered  under 
Sec.  14  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  together  with  those  of  Hotels, 
Bakehouses,  Fish  Friers  and  Restaurant  Kitchens  have  been  in¬ 
spected. 

Action  was  deemed  necessary  with  regard  to  2  cases  of  sub¬ 
standard  cleanliness. 


D.  Ice  Cream. 

During  the  year  15  additional  retailers  have  been  registered 
under  Sec.  14  Food  and  Drugs  Act  38  for  storage  and  sale  of  Ice 
Cream. 

Close  supervision  has  been  maintained  over  the  47  registered 
purveyors  within  the  Urban  District.  The  preference  noted, 
for  the  Factory  Prepacked  commodity  continues  and  wherever 
possible  retailers  are  advised  not  to  accept  the  ‘  loose  ice  cream 
from  their  suppliers. 

Whereas  conditions  at  registered  premises  are  satisfactory  and 
controllable,  one  case  where  cleanliness  was  not  of  a  high  standard 
occurred  in  relation  to  a  mobile  van  retailer.  In  this  instance, 
however,  correspondence  had  the  desired  effect.

X.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936 

1.  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

Throughout  the  year,  all  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses 
were  inspected  at  irregular  intervals. 

Once  case  of  insufficient  sanitary  and  washing  accommodation 
was  rectihed  by  the  construction  of  a  new  ablution  and  sanitary 
block. 

Three  cases  of  bedbug  and  flea  infestation  were  found  and 
treatment  with  D.D.T.  proved  effective,  but  in  all  other  Houses 
conditions  were  up  to  standard  for  this  class  of  accommodation. 
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2,  Moveable  Dwellings, 

The  L.A.  provided  an  additional  site  for  Moveable  Dwellings. 
The  site  provided  for  12  dwellings  and  all  services  were  provided. 

The  L.A.  have  now  provided  two  sites  containing  30  such 
dwellings,  and  the  development  of  two  further  sites  is  in  progress. 
It  has  been  found  that  the  provision  of  these  Sites,  besides  greatly 
assisting  the  acute  housing  problem,  has  done  much  to  prevent  the 
indiscriminate  siting  of  caravans  and  such  like  structures  through¬ 
out  the  countryside. 


XI.  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  above  Act  necessitated  the  appointment  of  a  full  time 
Rodent  Operator.  This  Authority  has  in  the  past  carried  Out 
Rodent  work,  but  the  appointment  of  a  full  time  operator  acting 
under  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  has  led  to  a  greater  and  more 
thorough  coverage  of  the  area. 

Much  work  has  been  done,  particularly  the  “  Black  spots  ” 
such  as  grain  warehouses  and  properties  abutting  on  the  river, 
which  runs  through  the  centre  of  the  town.  During  the  year  104 
treatments  were  carried  out  and  175  bodies  were  recovered.  The 
nature  of  these  properties  and  the  harbourage  afforded  to  rats 
makes  the  pick  up  of  bodies  bear  only  a  slight  indication  to  the 
effectiveness  of  these  treatments. 


XII.  SCABIES 

No  cases  of  scabies  or  verminous  heads  were  reported  during 
the  year.  The  facilities  of  the  Cleansing  station  remained  avail¬ 
able,  but  it  has  now  been  arranged  for  the  termination  of  this 
Joint  Scheme  as  it  now  appears  to  have  fully  served  its  purpose. 
In  its  new  guise  the  Cleansing  Station  will  remain  for  any  local 
treatments  but  all  joint  responsibility  and  collective  action  with 
adjoining  L.A.s  will  cease. 


XIII.  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  above  Act,  one 
person  living  under  insanitary  conditions,  being  detained  by  order 
of  the  Local  Magistrates,  for  a  period  of  one  month. 
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IMPROVEMENT  GRANT 


XIV.  HOUSING  ACT,  1949  — 

During  the  year  one  application  under  Sec.  20  for  a  grant 
towards  improvements  to  a  dwelling  house  was  considered. 

The  Council  decided  to  grant  £200,  this  being  50  per  cent,  of 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  works. 


XV.  HOUSING  ACT,  1949  —  DETERMINATION  OF 

CLOSING  ORDER 

Two  Closing  Orders  were  determined  under  the  above  Act. 
Plans  and  specifications  submitted  by  the  owner  provided  for  the 
improvements  required  by  the  L.A.  and  the  works  having  been 
duly  completed  the  properties  are  now  occupied.

XVI.  FACTORIES  ACTS,  1937  and  1948 

During  the  year  53  factories  were  inspected  under  the  relevant 
Sections  of  the  above  Acts.  Contraventions  to  Health  Conditions 
were  noted  at  5  factories  and  action  taken  accordingly. 

The  existance  in  my  district  of  an  extensive  Wholesale  and 
Retail  Bulb  and  Flower  Trade,  together  with  its  allied  occupations 
has  given  rise  to  a  distinctive  form  of  ''  Workplace.”  In  some 
instances  these  businesses  have  extended  to  such  proportions  that 
anything  up  to  50  or  more  persons  are  directly  employed. 

This  class  of  business  at  present  is  not  controllable  under  the 
Factories  Acts,  some  loose  supervision  only  being  administered 
under  Sections  43,  46  and  92,  of  the  Public  Health  Act  36. 

It  would  appear  that  these  types  of  premises  have  not  been 
definitely  declared  to  be  Factories  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
151  Factories  Act,  1937.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  nature  of 
trade  should  be  brought  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  as  more  control 
could  be  exercised  and  working  conditions  substantially  improved. 

The  matter  has  been  taken  up  with  H.M.  Inspector  of  Fac¬ 
tories  and  it  is  understood  that  it  is  under  discussion  at  a  “  high 
level.”

MEAT  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR 

1950 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

During  the  year  under  review,  all  home  killed  meat  distributed 
in  the  Spalding  Urban  District  has  been  inspected,  animals  showing 
evidence  of  disease  have  been  examined  in  detail  and  the  necessary 
action  taken  to  safeguard  the  public  health.  The  Ministry  of 
Food  officials  have  again  taken  advantage  of  the  fact  that  the 
meat  inspection  work  of  the  area  is  under  one  inspectorate  and 
in  order  to  facilitate  the  operation  of  the  meat  distribution  scheme, 
have  slaughtered  all  animals  at  the  Mill  Green  Slaughterhouse. 
The  slaughterhouse  at  New  Bond  Street  has  been  retained  for 
emergency  purposes. 

The  numbers  of  animals  inspected  are  given  in  the  following 
table  together  with  a  detailed  list  of  the  disease  or  condition  found. 

The  total  weight  of  meat  and  offals  condemned  as  unfit  for 
human  food  is  approximately  25  tons  10  cwts.  and  this  has  been 
disposed  of  for  other  purposes  under  the  Ministry  of  Food  Waste 
Utilisation  Scheme. 

General  working  conditions  at  Mill  Green  Slaughterhouse 
and  the  absence  of  an  adequate  drainage  system,  hot  water  supply, 
troughs  for  washing  the  equipment  and  facilities  for  sterilising 
wiping  cloths,  etc.,  have  been  the  subject  of  correspondence 
between  the  Rural  District  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  on  both  sides  to  ensure  that  the 
necessary  improvements  are  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible.
